Since this was a bond 
election it was necessary for 
the Yes vote to secure two 
third majority, and with the 
no vot(‘s as noted above it 
was necc('ssary Inr the Yes 
voters to tabulate 21,022. 
They were short 1067.

Traffic 
Counted On 
Mariposa 

So that the merchants and 
people of the area might 
know, the Sierra Madre 
News requested that the 
City of Sierra Madre place 
traffic counters at both en- 
trance.s of Mariposa and 
give a report on the* usage 
of the new street and park¬ 
ing facilities. 

The traffic count was used 
from Feb. 21 through Feb 25 
and showed that the peak 
hours were between 5 p.m. 
and 6 p.m., with an average 
of 166 vehicles. 

The average for any 24 
hour period during the 
counting period was 1,448, 
the smallest number being 

I, 145 and the highe.st for 
any 24-hour period, 1,757. 

On 15-minute checks the 
average, was 66 vehicles and 
the hourly rate was 264 ve¬ 
hicles average. 

At the same time traffic 
counts were taken and re¬ 
sults of averages are as 
follows. Sierra Madre Blvd., 

II, 732 vehicles; Grand View, 
2,634; Orange Grove Blvd., 
3,136; and Baldwin, 4,798; 
all figures being a 24-hour 
check.

80th Birthday 

This month the Congrega¬ 
tional Church celebrates its 
80th birthday! This is a ven¬ 
erable age for anyone, but 
for an institution' in this 
part of the United States, it 
is remarkable! The first 
settlers of the town felt that 
the influence of a religious 
and worship was one of the 
major bulwarks of a com¬ 
munity, so a Sunday Scliool 
was started in 1880, meeting 
ing the “old” school house 
at the corner of Hermosa 
and Live Oak (n*ow Orange 
Grove) Avenues. An organ, 
hymn books and fire wood 
for the pot-bellied stove 
were carried there in a 
wagon each Sunday, and 
adults and children gather¬ 
ed for the service. Five Prot¬ 
estant denominations were 
represer.'ted, and representa¬ 
tives of each took turns in 
conducting the meetings. 

In 1882 this group divided. 
Some organized the Episco¬ 
pal Church, and the others 
established the Congrega¬ 
tional Church, meeting in 
various public buildings 
until the church was built; 
the building that is now the 
Nazarerre (Church. The con¬ 
gregation grew from 13 
charter members to numbers 
too great for the small 
church, and the present edi¬ 
fice was completed and ded¬ 
icated in 1928. 

The services in the church 
are at 10 a.m. each Sunday. 
Sunday School convenes at 
this time, also. The present 
pastor is Rev. Shelby J. 
Light, the interim minister 
who is occupying the pulpit 
until a irew permanent pas¬ 
tor is called. The sermon 
topic this week, March 13, 
will continue the Lenten 
theme, “Take Up Your 
Cross.” The pastor will ask 
us to consider what is meant 
by a modern cross. Our dan¬ 
ger today is not that of be¬ 
ing nailed to a cross—that 
never happens. But we have 
very real crosses that we 
ought to be carrying. The 
ar/them by the Chancel Choir 
will be “Blessed Saviour” by 
Marryott. The Junior Choir 
also will sing. 

There will be Lenten serv¬ 
ices each Wednesday eve¬ 
ning at 7:30 in Campbell 
Chapel.

TO ALL SIERRA MADREANS: 

We cannot truthfully understand why the Candidates for election to our 
City Council, and especially the three incumbents, will not clarify the issue of the 
"land swap" as to their thinking. 

Of course, we have heard much comment on the proposition, some for the 
"trade" most against it, but all of it with mixed emotions and concern, we there¬ 
fore feel that we should make our comments, which no doubt will add much to the 
confusion, but still may give or throw additional light on the subject. 

Henry McNulty and Associates comprising the Huntington Construction Com¬ 
pany should, if they can qualify and pass the 24-point conditions attached to the 
tentative tract map, proceed to build the subdivision as planned. 

Many of us feel that the offer of a "land swap" may be a subtifuge to take 
attention away from the controversial subdivision, and focus the attention on some¬ 
thing that is closer to the hearts of many, and a threat to Memorial Park, could 
change the thinking of many of the opposition to the subdivision. Anyway a 
good many people have changed their thinking, on the subdivision when they are 
threatened with losing their park. 

Personally, we do not scare easily, and when they tell us we must act now 
and act fast, or we will lose the opportunity, it slows us down considerably. We 
have heard statements from certain sources that should the City wish to sell the 
Memorial Park property that it should bring in the vicinity of over one-million 
dollars in cash. So you can see if we, as the electorate, decide we want to get 
rid of Memorial Park, we can do it on a big basis, take the money and buy 
whatever property we might want anywhere in the City of Sierra Madre. 

Of course, I feel as do a great many people in our Community, Memorial 
Park is the last part of "green land" you and I own as taxpayers in the Gty, 
and it has been dedicated as a Memorial and a Park, and thats the way we 
would like to see it stay. 

To help assure us that this will always remain a Memorial Park, would be 
to give our vote of "Yes" to build the new Community Cvic Center on the west 
portion of the property. This, of course, would cut down its potential of ever 
being a "shopping center," and in the future landscaping of the Civic Center 
and the Park would certainly make for a pleasant lifetime atmosphere. 

Anyway we emphatically state ... Let the subdivision build if they can 
qualify; that is the place for residential buildings. Keep Memorial Park, and build 
the Civic Center on the west portion and there will be more happy people in 
Sierra Madre than there would be should a major shopping center be constructed 
in Memorial Park. 

We are definitely asking that the candidates in the next issue of the paper 
make their stand clear. We alt want to know what they are thinking and why.

There are exactly five more issues of the Sierra Madre 
News to reach you before the City General Election to be 
hold on 'ruesday, April 12.

Doggedly they 
woiked on “cutting" oxi)enses instead of asking the Tax¬ 
payers for a 12 cent levy increase 'They left their desks 
that night determined to meet tWv, rj^ht away in an at¬ 
tempt to hold the tax levy. 

I was one of the first to know when Sierra Madre 
Taxi):iyers were hit with the gigantic increase Ll Valuation 
that year, and this was ti uly sad news to your Councilmen. 
They knew what it would do to the homeowners. Of course 
this was “new found money” to all taxing agencies, be¬ 
cause' the new vauation was going to cost the Sierra Madre 
Taxt)ayers just short of $400,000. In their meeting that 
niglit they did take the $22,000 that they were short, but 
returned to the Taxpayer .'mother $28,000 that they could 
have taken. NO O'DIEU TAXING AGENCY DID THIS 
FOR SIERRA MADRE. Each and every one of them look 
the full measure of this newly found hardship from the 
Sieria Madre Taxi>ayer. 

Last year this very same Council met with determina¬ 
tion, .'ind again ])ared down the budget to the point where 
they showefl a reduction of 20 cents per $100 valuation, and 
again was the only taxing agency to reduce its tax rate 
while others went up 5, 10 and 30 cents per $100 valuation. 

To me, this shows that these men were working for 
you and me. Had they not been, had they increased their 
tax k'vy, as all other agencies did, then the “inactive fund” 
could have teen as such as $125,000 richer and the taxpayer 
would have been that much poorc'r. 

Now, throe of these men have completed their terms 
as Councilmen, and because of the many, many Important 
decisions that arc to be made in the near future, and ones 
that they have thorough and complete knowledge in, they 
have again offered you, their good names and service for 
an additional four years. 

This newspaper calls upon you to return these men 
to office.

What is the difference between 3.625 per cent and 4.2 
per cent? And between $4,800 and $6,600? This is not just 
an abstract little mathematical quiz. It was felt — in 
the pocketbook — on January 1 by everyone who is sub¬ 
ject to the social security tax. And it will be felt on every 
payday from now on. 

The story is this: For 1966, the social security tax rate 
has been raised from its former 3.625 p<'r cent of taxable 
income to 4.2 per cent. Additionally, the taxable income 
figure has teen increased from $4,800 to $6,600. The em¬ 
ployer pays the same amount as the employee. And the 
rates are duo for more increases in the future. 

Some of the increase will go for increased payments 
to social security recipients. Some will go to finance, or 
help finance, the new medicare program, whose ultimate 
cost is now a matter of conjecture. In any event, these 
tax boosts will largely or wholly offset the tax cuts that 
have been made in late years. 

So — what the government gives with one hand, it 
takes with the other. F^inally, in the long run the price 
of government provided security is freedom.

It is hard to see how an 
estimated saving of $ 21,000 
per year can justify the des¬ 
truction of the natural 
beauty of a canyon which 
is visited by 50,000 to 70,- 
000 persons each year. 

While no merely mone¬ 
tary value can adequately 
measure all of the benefits 
which a city dweller re¬ 
ceives from a day in na¬ 
tural, undisturbed surround¬ 
ings, the value of $1 per 
mar,’ day which has been 
suggested and seems rea- ago, 
sonable. If this value, or 
even a fraction of it is ap- 13 ^ 
plied to the areas 50,000 to 
70,000 annual visitors, the with 
Big Santa Anita check dam 
project is obviously uneco¬ 
nomical. 

The cost of stabilizing a 
canyon streambed increases 
rapidly with increasing 
slope. According to the 
County Flood Cor.'trol Dis¬ 
trict’s report the cost per 
foot is approximately as fol¬ 
lows: $25 for a 6 per cent 
channel slope, $60 for 13 
per cent and $150 per foot 
for a 20 per cent slope. With 
a monetary value assigned 
to recreation, the stabiliza¬ 
tion of the upper, steeper 
portions of many of our can¬ 
yons would be uneconomi¬ 
cal these portions could be 
saved for the er.’joyment of 
future generations. The 
money saved by omitting 
the upper dams could be 
used to obtain flood protec¬ 
tion by building debris ba¬ 
sins near the mouths of can¬ 
yons which do not yet have 
them. 

The sand and gravel col¬ 
lected in the debris basins 
is defii.'itely of commercial 
quality. At the present time 
about 20 million tons, or 
rouglily 15 million yards, of 
aggregates are used annual¬ 
ly in the Los Angelos Coun¬ 
ty metropolitan area. 

The 486 million cubic 
yards which are estimated 
to be produced in local 
mountains in a 50 year per¬ 
iod would provide, on the 
average, about two-thirds of 
present demand. With the 
growing scarcity of land 
there will be more and more 
resistance on the part of 
property owners to gravel 
pits near their homes, and 
with tighter zoning restric¬ 
tions it may soon be econo¬ 
mical for aggregate com¬ 
panies to obtain their ma¬ 
terials from debris basins. 

This would make the check 
dams unnecessary. The de¬ 
bris basins could be con¬ 
structed with this use in 
view. 

As this is being written a 
power shovel has started 
building a construction road 
to Sturtevant Camp. The 
operation of this shovel are 
destroying the beauty of the 
canyon with high cut banks 
and great fill slopes. Condi¬ 
tions will become worse as 
it get closer to the bottom 
of the canyon. 

It is hoped that the Forest 
Service, which is in charge 
of construction' of the check 
dams, will take another 
look at Santa Anita Canyon 
and consider whether the 
small amount of annual 
saving involved justifies the 
destruction of this irreplace¬ 
able area which has been 
entrusted to its care. (They 
didn’t). There is still time to 
save the canyon' west of the 
North Fork, Winter Creek 
Canyon and the East Fork 
which are all outstanding 
areas. (They are all ruined 
now). 

A new economic study of 
all proposed dams should be 
made giving adequ ate 
monetary consideration to 
the recreational and scenic 
values in'volved before any 
further construction is be¬ 
gun.
